Washington. December 11.-~-An irate 
group of New York bankers and 
brokers surrounded Samuel Untermyer, 
counsel for the banking and currency 
committee of the house, wifen the com- 
mittee adjourned its “money trust” 
hearing late today and demanded that 
they -be either excused or placed on 
the stand at once. The New York men 
have been in Washington since Monday 
and they were told tonight by Mr. 
Untermyer that they would have to 
await their turns for examination. 

In the group awaiting to teatify were 
Rudoiph A. Keppler, former president 
ang member of the law committee of 
the New York stock exchange: George 
W. Ely, secretary of the exchange; 
Frank Sturgis and John G. Milburn, of 
counse) for the exchange, and John 
Aspegran, president of the New York 
Produce ‘exchange. 

These men declared that business 
and personal matters of great im- 
portance demanded their presence in 
New York and they objected strenu- 
ously to being held while Mr. Unter- 
myer developed his line of examina- 
tion. Mr. Untermyer insisted that he 
had told each witness as nearly as 
possible when he would be called and 
asked them to arrange the matter.

Washington, December 11.—Denun- 
elation of the legal procedure under 
which a “brown-bued, black-skinned, 
thick-lipped, brutal-hearted African 
can walk intoan office cf the law ana 
demanian edict guaranteeing him lega: 
wedlock to a white woman” was one 
of many sensational features of a 
speech in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Roddenbery, of Georgia, in 
favor of a resolution he had intro- 


duced earlier tv prevent intermar- 
riage of whites and negroes. | 


Mr. Roddenbery prophesied that the’ 


iegal sanction of mixed marriages ul- 


timately might bring this country to a: 


conflict. He declared that “no brutal- 
ity, infamy or degradation in all the 
days of southern slavery possessed 
such villainovws characteristics 
atrocious qualities 
1 that marriage by the laws of this 
‘ountry.” 


The measure, a direct result of the | 


recent marriage of Jack Johnson, 
negro pugilist, with a white girl, did 
not get to a vote. 
In Chicago, Mr. Roddenbery said, 
not only is the white slave traffic car- 
Tied on, Lut “the white girls of this 
country are made the slaves of an Af- 
rican brute, sanctioneg by the laws of 
the state and solemnizeg by a form of 
the marriage ceremony.” Mr. Rodden- 
bery added: “We say this is a great 
country, with its morals, traditions, 
Virtues and examples, deserving to be 
emulated ang envied by the other 
countries of the earth. But we have 
seen an African with much brutal force. 
with no moral character, with no sta- 
mina, entering the office of a probat- 
ing magistrate or other legal officer 
In that city ang calling on -him to is- 
sue ‘to me, Jack Johnson,” a marriage 
license to wed a young American wom- 
an, of our own blood, our own color.”

“Why. there are hundreds of people 
sending their children to the public 
schools who don’t believe in the Bible,” | 
said P. J. Conlon, vice president of the | 
International Association of Machin- | 
ists, of Washington, D. C. “Some be-' 
lieve {n the Talmud, others in the/| 
Koran, others in nothing except the 
spirit of human kindness. Why should, 
the public school system dictate the 
religion of their children?” 

Too Infamous to Be Taught. 

J. C. Shanessy, of St. Louts; organ- 
izer for the National Barbers’ union, , 
went further and declared that there | 
were portions of the Bible unfit to be/| 
sent through the malls, and that some | 
of its teachings were too infamous to | 
be taught to the schoo! children.

He attempted to get it before 
the conference during ene morning 
session, but Chairman W. W. Finley 
ruled that during the session of the 
rallroad section of the conference a 
resolution on the mercnant marine 
was out of order, and‘in this he wag 
sustained by the convention. 
Merchant Marine Needed. 
At the afternoon session Chair...n 
John W. Porch, of New Orleans, took 


‘the chair with a vigorous speech on 


the need of a merchant marine and 
the futility of attempting to. benefit 
by the opening of the canal unless 
there were American ships to trans- 
American commerce. 

The Douglas resolution then drew 
fire from Colone)] Frank P. Glass, of 
Montgomery, as soon ,as it was 
offered. 

“The question of protection is t 
that is involved, a question which the 
south and all true southern men h-ve 
been fighting for the last forty 
years,” said Colonel Glass. “The 
southern people as a mass are opposed 

the resolution and the southern 
congressmen will pay no attention to 
it if it is passed.”

 Sabatitates “Subvention” 

Arthur H. Dedmun, secretary of the 
Navy league, said he. was interested 
in and favored a merchant marine 
because it provided ships that could 
be used in case of necessity, but that 
he was unalterably opposed to any 
“special privilege” and wished to 
make the resolution state “subdven- 
tion” as the means for congress to 
not ship subsidy. 

President W. W. Finley stated that 
was not opposed to a merchant 
marine, but that this, a political 
question, he thought had no piace in, 
the work of the conference; that he 


‘had always carefully avoided bring- 


ing his compeny into any political 
controversy, and urged that this was 
not the ripe time for the passage of 
the resolution.

Woodward og Right Line. 

Captain James W. English, presi- 
dent of the Fourth National bank: 
“Mayor-elect James G. Woodward is 
on the right line for Atlanta to se- 
cure permanent fair grounds. The city 
should make an investment in the 
buildings and should have control and 
make supervision of them. With good 
fair grounds it would not be a diffi- 
eult matter to hold expositions and 
annual fairs.

“It is -an excellent idea to have an 

annual fair on the Lakewood property, 
provided we have a real fair on a large 
scale with permanent buildings, such 
as they have at Toronto and Dallas. 
Lakewood park is larger than the site 
of either of these fairs. 
-“The mayor of Toronto writes me 
that the city has in twenty-eight years 
accumulated property of more 
two million dollars’ value, consisting 
of permanent buildings, which were 
paid for out of the surplus 
of the fair. The province of Ontario 
has about the same population as 
Georgia, and there is no reason why 
Atlanta cannot have just as good a 
fair as Toronto. 

“The chamber of commerce has ad- | 
vocated such a proposition for some 
years, and I am delighted to see that 
Mayor Woodward has taken hold of 
the matter in earnest.” 

Best Thing Atlanta Could Do. 

Simon Einstein, of the Globe Cloth- 
ing company: “There has never been 
an enterprise started in the city which 
meets more with my approval than 
the plan to give us fair grounds by 
the erection of permanent buildings 
at Lakewood. A big opening exposi- 
tion and annual fairs every year 
-thereafter will do more to help At- 
lanta in a business way than any 
other one thing .the city could in- 
stitute. Lakewood is just the place 
for permanent fair grounds, and the 
plan of Mayor-elect Woodward is on 
exactly the right line.”

135 YEARS IN PEN 
TR SON ALLEN 


Sentence Ends, So Far as Courts Are 
Concerned, the Hillsville 


Tragedy. 


Wytheville, Va., December 11.—Thir- 
ty-five years in thé periitentiary is the 
penalty Sidna Allen will pay for the 
part he played in the shooting up of 
Carroll county courthouse on the 14th 
of March last, when five persons, in- 
cluding the presiding judge, the sheriff 
and the commonwealth’s attorney, 
were killed by members of the Allen 
clan and a number of others wounded. 
Allen's nephew, Wesley .Edwards, will 
spend twenty-seven* years in the peni- 
tentiary.. 

These two gentences were the re- 
sult of a compromise this afternoon 
following a verdict of voluntary man- 
siaughter in the case of Sidna Allen 
for the murder of Commonwealth's 
Attorney Willlam M. Foster, the jury 
fixing the penaity in that case at five 
years’ imprisonment. Allen already 
had been found gullty of second de- 
Sree murder at a former trial for the 
killing of Judge Massie, for which ne 
had been sentenced to fifteen years in 
the penitentiary, and the other indict- 
ment pending against him for the mur- 
der of Sheriff Webbb was compromised 
by letting him plead guilty to second 
degree murder and take a fifteen years’ 
sentence, the combined sentences mak- 
ing thirty-five vears. Three indtct- 
ments against Wesley Edwards alsuv 
were compromised, he taking a sen- 
tence of nine years’ imprisonment on 
each, In the second trial of Sidna Al- 
len, which ended today, nine of the 
jurors on the first ballot stood for ac- 
quittal and the other three for mur- 
der in the second degree. Following 
their discharge, the jurors in an in- 
terview declared that not one of them 
thought the evidence presented by the 
State was sufficiently strong to sus- 
tain the charge of conspiracy. 

This ends, so far as the courts are 
concerned ,a tragedy which was with- 
out parallel and which _ stirred the 
country from one end to the other. 
On the 14th of last March, followinsg 
the conviction of Floyd Allen of an 
offense which would have sent him to 
the penitentiary for one year, mem- 
bers of the Allen family, clanish 
mountaineers, opened fire on the court 
officials. At the first volley, Judgs 
Thornton L. Massie fell mortally 
wounded, and when the smoke had 
Cleared away, Sheriff Webb and Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Foster were 
found dead. On the following day one 
of the three jurors who were shot 
died of his wounds, as did also Miss 
Bettie Ayres, who had been a witness 
against Floyd Allen. 

Floyd Allen was arrested on the 
day following the tragedy, being too 
badly wounded to escape. The arrest 
of the others implicated tn the shoot- 
ing followed at various intervais, the 
two men whose fate was decided to- 
day having been the last caught. 

Of the six men who have been con- 
victed of complicity in the shooting, 
two—Floyd Allen and his son, Claude 
—are under sentence of death, while 
the four others—Sidna and Friel Al- 
len and Wesley and Sidna EBdwards— 


}have éach beén given long terms in 


the penitentiary. 
_ Victor Allen, a san of Floyd, was 
acquitted and Byrd Marton was dis- 
charged because of lacx of evidence 
against him. 
Respite Granted Aliens. 

Richmond, Va., December 11.—On the 
statement of attorneys for Floyd Allen 
and Claude Swanson Allen, that newly 
discovered evidence is sufficient to 
make the granting of a new trial by 
the supreme court srebabta, Governor 
Mann this afternoon granted a respite 
to the two men until January 17. They 
were to have died in the electric chair 
Friday, of this week, for their part 
in the Hillsville murders of March 14, 
when Judge T. L. Massie, common- 
wealth’s attorney W. M. Foster, Sheriff 
L. F. Webb, Juror Augustus Fowier 
and Miss Betty Ayres were killed. 


PULLMAN COMPANY SUIT 
RESULTS IN MISTRIAL 


A mistrial resulted in the case of 
Mrs. Anna A, Barnhill, the Atlanta 
nurse who sued the Pullman company 
charging that she was forced to move 
from one car to another robed only 
in her night clothes. 

The case was started in the United 
States court early Tuesaday morning, 
and practically all day was given to 
the hearing of testimony. The argu- 
ments by counsel] for both sides were 
made Wednesday morning, and dealt 
mainly with the points regarding Mrs. 
Barnhill’s removal. The Pullman 
company offered the testimony of two 
conductors and two porters, all of 
whom denied the most important ac- 
cusations brought by the plaintiff. 

The jury was charged about 1:30 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, and it 
was agreed by attorneys for both 
sides that unless they reached a ver- 
dict during the afternoon that the 
case should be declared a mistrial. 


CENTRAL IS PLANNING 
TO ENTER PENSACOLA 


Macon, Ga., December § 11.—(Spe- 
cial.) —It is understood here that the 
Central of Georgia railway is plan- 
ning to enter Pensacola, Fla, giving 
that road a valuable outlet to the 
Panama canal. At the present time 
the southwestern division reaches 
Andalusia, Ala. 

There are said to be two or three 
different ways of reaching the line 
of the Louisville and Nashville, with 
which it is proposed to connect and 
enter Pensacola. One would be from 
Andalusia to Florala andanother from 
Andalusia to Lockhart. WSither way 
would mean the connection of 20 or 30 
miles of track. This improvement ig 
said to be one of those contemplated 
when the big bond issue recently au- 
thorized by the directors is available.

BARBER SHOPS IN ATLANTA 
INSANITARY SAYS ORGANIZER 


“Some Workers Use the Same 
Steam Towels on Every — 
Customer,” Says 
Shanessy. 


That with the probable exception of 
Chicago, the barber shops in Atlanta, 
both union and non-union, are, gener- 
ally speaking, as insanitary as can be 
found In any,large city of the United 
States, was the statement made yes- 
terday by J. C. Shanessy, of St. Louis, 
general organizer of the Journeyman 
Barbers’ International Union of Amer- 
ica, who is here-as a delegate to the 
Southeastern Labor congress. M. Shan- 
essy is conducting a country-wide cru- 
sade on Insanttary cunditiong in barber 
shops, and, he said, Atlanta tg ripe for 
such a crusade. 

In a personal inspection of more 
than twenty-five shops In Atlanta, a 
number of which were among the 
largest and most up-to-date in the 
city, Mr. Shanessy said he wag horri- 
fied to find in a majority of the places 
visited condiuons which warranted the, 
calling of a mass meeting of boss and 
journeymen barbers for Thursday 
evening at 8 o’clock in the Labor 
Temple,. 112 Trinity avenue, to effect 
Plans for conducting a clean-up cru- 
sade. 

Conditions Are Bad. 

“Conditions were s0 bad that in a 
number of places visited I found bar- 
bers using the same two steam towels 
on every customer shaved during the 
day,” said Mr. Shanessy. Continuing, 
he said, “In Atlanta [ find as many 
high-class shops as in most large 
eities, yet in some of the very best 
I found insanitary conditions existing 
which I wilk report to the city board 
of health unless the proprietors of 
such shops immediately bring about 
the required reforms. I am satisfied 
that !f the board of health were aware 
of these conditions a clean-up would 
be demanded, and possibly the pro-| 
prietors prosecuted. 

“No place offers better opportunities 
for the spreading of disease than a 
barber shop, and I am sure that many 
of the shops in Atlanta are real men- 
aces to the health of the citizenship. 
As an example of the conditions which 
1 found, in several of the places vis- 
ited, in addition to the same steam 
towels beine used throughout the day, 
{1 found barbers using only one finish- 
towel for each customer, while 
left for from .one to three

MORE MARRIAGES THAN 
DIVORCES IN ATLANTA 


Marriages in Fulton county continus 
to keep well ahead of the divorces, 
despite the fact that the latter show 
a steady and alarming Increase for the 
past few years. During 1912 there 
were 3,848 marriages of whites and 
blacks solemnized within the county, 
and there were 498 divorce verdicts 
returned. Of these divorces, only 255 
were second, or final, verdicts, the re- 
mainder being first verdicts and sub- 
ject to either confirmation or rejec- 
tion by the ‘court at next term. There 
are now 98 divorce suits on file which 
have not been reached. 

In 1911 2,004 people were married 
and 485 received legal separation. 

According to statistics the record is 
as follows: Macriages in 1912, whites, 
2,891;' negroes, 957; for 1911, whites, 
1,374; negroes 639.

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American Business Men Tell 
of Horrors in Mexico, 


It Was Story of Rapes, Murders and 
Robberies---Many Americans 
Held Up. 


Washington, December’ i11.—Pres:- 
dent Taft listened tonight to some 
startling disclosures about conditions 
in Mexico. Four American business 
men with Mexican interests, two mem- 
bers of the senate and a congressman 
sat in the cabinet room in the white 
house offices and heard the story 
vouched for by all, told to the presi- 
dent by one of the business men who 
had been in the southern republic 
within the last few weeks. It was a 
tale of outrages on Mexican women, 
of murders and hold-ups of Americans, 
of bandits who seized Americans and 
held them for ransom, of general law- 
lessness and disorder, such as seldom 
has come to the ears of the president 
since trouble began in Mexico nearly 
two. years ago. 

The story came out at a hearing 
which the president granted a party 
of Mexican business men. 

They did not ask Intervention, they 
said, after the hearing was over. But 
they did request the president to sev 
that Americans were protected and 
that life and property be made safe. 
After a hearing of an hour and a half 
the president promised to take up the 
case presented with the departments 
concerned. 

Senators William Alden Smith, 
Michigan, and Fall, of New Mexico, 
who conducted the investigation for 
the senate of the two Mexican revolu- 
tions; Representative Hamilton, of 
Michigan; Prince McKinney, of Cleve- 
land; W. C. Pence, of Texas; H. S. Ste- 
phenson, of Los Angeles, and E. K. 
Warren, of Three Oaks, Mich., were 
present at the hearings. 

White house officials had no state- 
ment to make after the conference, 
but it was understood that President 
Taft had no intention of asking con- 
eress for authority to intervene. Sena- 
tors Fall and Smith did not take up 
with the president in detail the result 
of thelr investigation, but Senator Fall 
at several points corroborated the as- 
sertions of others who were heard.

Those of you who had read John 
Fox, Jr.'s, delightful romance of the 
Cumberland mountains doubtless were 
at a loss to know just how Eugene 
Walter would go about the difficult 
task of fashioning a play from a story 
so dependent for. its charm on atmos- 
phere and local color.

Out-of-Town Checks. 

W. E. Frew and F. K. Lister, of the 
New York clearing house, explained «a 
report on charges for out-of-town 
+} checks made by the inland exchange 
committee of the clearing house. 

Mr. Frew put into the record a re-. 
port by the committee on inland ex- 
change of the clearing house, show- 
ing the cost of and the charge for 
making out-of-town collections durins 
1911. The report showed a profit to 
the banks on such collection charges 
of $97,000 for the year. 

Mr. Untermyer confronted the wiit- 
ness with a letter from Frank A. Van- 
derlip, the New York banker, declar- 
ing that the banks suffered a loss of 
about $2,000,000 a vear on out-of-town 
collections. Mr. Frew declared he “did 
not wish to criticise’ Mr. Vanderlip.

moment definite and practical legis- 
lation which will give all necessary and 
reasonable encouragement to American 
merchant marine and American com- 
merce with foreign countries, and be 
it further 

Resolved, That the executive cammit- 
tee of the Southern Panama canal con- 
ference be and are herebv instructed 
to transmit this resolution to the pres- 
ident of the United States, and the 
members of the congress of the United 
States. and use all other necessary 
methods to see that the intent of this 
resolution is carried into effect by the 
congress of the United States. 


Effect on Trade In East. 


Another important resolution, which 
was carried, was offereg by E. J. Wat- 
son, commissioner of agriculture of 
South Carolina. It urged that congress 
take such action as may be necessary 
looking to the appointment of special- 
ly equipped commercial emissaries who 
will gather, collate and distribute in- 
formation concerning the commercial 
needs of foreign countries, particular- 
ly those of the Orient and the East 
Indies, with especial reference to the 
effect that the opening of the Panama 
canal will have on this trade. 

Another speaker at the agricultural 
section of the conference was Harvie 
Jordan, of Atlanta, who said that the 
Panama canal would bring all classes 
together in harmony to work for the 
upbuilding of the trade and commerce 
of this country, and predicted prosper- 
ity if the development keeps pace with 
the possib.lities which are opened. 

K. Fukushima, of Dallas, Texas, ort- 
ental representative at the conference, 
spoke on American trade with Japan 
which, he said, would be materially in- 
creased by the opening of the canal. 
He spoke of Japanese ships which are 
being built, but said that he hoped the 
United States would also commence to 
build, for the ships of no nation will 
be capable of alone caring for the in- 
creaseq volume of trade. 

Atianta is Thanked. 

G. B. Weatherley, of Brunswick, of- 
fered a resolution of thanks to the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce for their 
hospitality and to the city of Atlanta 
in entertaining the conference, which 
was passed with enthusiasm, after 
which the conference adjourned.

Aside from Governor Brown's rfre- 
fusal to pardon Clay, the chief de- 
velopment in the case yesterday was - 
the declaration of Dr. James N. Ellis 
to Jailer Broadnax that C.ay is sane 
and could speak if he only wanted 
to. This declaration was made in a 
Teport to Jailer Broadnax following 
In his cell 
Wednesday morning by Dr. Ellis. 
However, Governor Brown's decision 
not to pardon Clay came after he had 
closely examined the evidence tn the 
case and had considered the personal 
appeal made to him by Clay’s father 
anda mister. 

Dr. Ellis was one of the three physi- 
clans who conducted an examination 
of the doomed man last June at the 
solicitation of the latter's attorney. 
To make sure that no injustice had 
been done to Clay, Dr. Ellis volun- 
tarily called at the Tower Wednes- 
day morning and asked permission to 
conduct a single-handed examination. 
Permission was granted by. Jailer 
Broadnax, who assisted the physician 
in obtaining the examination of Clay. 

Clay maintained his usua! reticence 
during the examination, not uttering 
the slightest sound. and appeared 
somewhat nervous, due, it was said 
by the jailer, to the ~hysiclan’s unex- 
pected visit and to his constant smok- 
ing of cigarettes. 

Dr. Ellis declined to make a state- 
ment following the exam:nation, but 
his report to Jailer Broadnax was 
that he found no indications to dis- 
Prove the original verdict of the three 
physicians who examined Clay in 
June that he is sane. 

Governor Brown admitted that he 
was deeply touched by the personal 
appeal for clemency made to him 
Tuesday by Clay’s father and sister. 
He said he had gone over all of the 
evidence in the trial at his home 
Tuesday night, but had found nothing 
in it to justify him in. pardoning Clay. 

The governor kept the matter. un- 
der consideration until just before 
leaving his office at 2 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, when he gave out his 
final terse statement of: “I can see 
no reason for interfering in the case.” 

It is the opinion of jail olficials 
that Clay will cellapse and break his 
long silence today or when he walks 
upon the. gallows at the Tower. to- 
morrow if he has all along been feien- 
ing insanity.” , 

Curious Atlantans who recently have 
been besieging Sheriff Mangum fer 
permission to witness the hanging of 
Clay will be disappointed. Only a 
chosen few will be admitted. The au- 
dience will be composed of jail at- 
taches, members of the condemned 
man’s family, the minister and news- 
paper reporters.

Hackensack, N. J., December 11.— 
Several hundred striking New York, 
Susquehanna and other eastern railraad 
employees, ambushed under the pali- 
sades overlooking the lower Hudson 
river, opened fire with snotguns and 
rifles on a boatload of strike-break- 


jers landing at coal docks in Edge- 


water today and in a pitched battle 


(which ensued two railroad detectives 
; were killed and a dozen other men 


were wounded. 

A telegram requesting that the 
state militia be called to quell the 
disorder was sent to the acting gov- 
ernor of New Jersey by General 
| Superintendent Stone, of the Erie 
railroad. Mr. Stone escaped a storm 
of bullets fired by,strikers as he was 
seeking shelter in a building. 

The men killed were: 

ANDREW J. GRAW, 28, of Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., captain of detectives. 

CLARENCE MALLORY, 45, one of 
Graw’'s men. 

William Hicks ts in a hospital 
wounded twenty-three times in legs, 
body and thighs. Frank A. Brown 
and William A. Wood were shot 
through the head. 

The men, hiding behind rocky cliffs 
and trees, waited until a scow had dis- 
charged its cargo of men brought to 
take the strikers’ places. A volley of 
blank cartridges did not frighten the 
strike-breakers, who pushed forward 
toward the railroad tracks on the coal 
wharf. 

The men in ambush then left their 
places of concealment and, firing real 
bullets, attempted to swarm out upon 
the wharf. They were metat the deck 
gates by the private detectives who, 
unarmed except for clubs, engaged in 
a hand-to-fight struggle. 

A fusillade of shots brushed the of- 
ficers aside and they fled for safety,
